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Families 
sign up 
to fight 
for venue 

HUNDREDS of residents 
who use an under-threat 
Walsall community centre 
have put their name to a pe¬ 
tition against proposals to 
cut its funding. 

Campaigners say they 
are looking into options to 
keep the popular Beechdale 
Lifelong Learning Centre, in 
Stephenson Square, open. 
It is home to the estate’s 
library that has been ear¬ 
marked for closure under 
council plans to save £29 
million in the 2015 to 2016 
financial year. 

Birchills-Leamore ward 
representative Councillor 
Tina Jukes said it was a 
difficult situation. “There 
are about 600 names on the 
petition which is going well. 
But we are also looking into 
other options to keep the 
building open. This building 
is not just a library, it is a 
day nursery and a commu¬ 
nity centre. 

“The staff work with all 
ages from birth to the grave. 
It is the hub of Beechdale. 
For some families every¬ 
one uses the facilities. With 
Beechdale being classed as 
the most deprived area this 
centre is needed. 

“At this present time no 
budget decisions have been 
made and it is also through 
consultation that residents 
can show know how much 
the centre is valued,” Coun¬ 
cillor Jukes said. _ 

Burger King 
set to open 

PLANS to open a new Burg¬ 
er King in the Saddlers 
Shopping Centre have re¬ 
ceived the go-ahead. 

The fast food giant put 
forward a planning appli¬ 
cation to take over a unit 
in the complex. It has now 
been approved by Walsall 
Council officers under dele¬ 
gated powers. 

It is not known at this 
stage how many jobs will 
be created. It comes after 
it emerged F Hinds is also 
opening. Meanwhile, Argos 
is moving out to open a digi¬ 
tal branch at Crown Wharf. 


NO LIGHTS RELIEF 
FOR ANGRY TOWN 


MOST towns switch on their Christ¬ 
mas lights weeks ahead of the big 
day and traditionally take them down 
on Twelfth Night 

However in Brownhills a new tree display 
is going up - one month late. And instead of 
being referred to as festive or Christmas the 


town’s display will be 
lights’ instead. 

The fir tree on the Miner 
Island in High Street is 
normally fully lit up in De¬ 
cember. But for the last two 
years it has only been par¬ 
tially decorated resulting in 
a dispute between the coun¬ 
cil and a residents’ group. 

Incensed members of 
Brownhills Local Commit¬ 
tee claim they forked out 
£600 for brand new ice blue 
LED bulbs and wiring for 
the island in 2012 which re¬ 
sulted in a stunning display. 
They claim Walsall Council 
removed it afterwards and it 
was never brought back. 

Badly 

In 2013 and 2014 a 
smaller set supplied by the 
council was put up to deco¬ 
rate part of the tree. 

This is the current dis¬ 
play, but committee mem¬ 
bers say the town has been 
treated badly and they 
should have had a much 
better display. 

Dismayed committee 
chairman Doug Birch said 
during last year the group 
and councillors for the town 
held talks with town hall 
staff in a bid to resolve the 
issue. 

Funds were eventually al¬ 
located to replace the £600 
set of bulbs, but it came too 
late for contractors to carry 
out the work in time for 
Christmas. 

Mr Birch said he was an¬ 
noyed and felt smaller towns

had much better lights than 
Brownhills. 

“We are very angry about 
this. Our councillors pushed 
very hard to get us some bet¬ 
ter lights, but to no avail. 

“Eventually, two days 
before Christmas Eve of¬ 
ficers came to us and said 
they had got the funding for 
some new lights, but it was 
too late for the contractors 
to get them up. They said it 
will be done this month and 
the display will be called 
winter lights instead. We 
don’t think it is good enough 
at all.” 

Committee member Bar¬ 
rie Poxon said: “The orig¬ 
inal council lights were up 
for about six years, but were 
condemned.They then put 
some rubbish lights up.” 

Walsall Council’s cabinet 
member for regeneration 
Councillor Mohammad 
Nazir said: “The new lights, 
which are being installed for 
future use, will look amaz¬ 
ing as hundreds of LED 
bulbs will bring sparkle 
and light to the Miner’s Is¬ 
land.’’Councillor Nazir said 
he was not aware of what 
happened to the previous 
lights, due to the political 
switchover in power. 

The committee said there 
were some unimpressive 
illuminated festive decora¬ 
tions on lamp posts along 
the High Street.

Club kicks off with centre takeover 


DARLASTON Town football club has 
taken over the running of a coun¬ 
cil-owned sports ground and leisure 
centre in a turnaround in its fortunes. 

Bosses at the team that was resur¬ 
rected after a nine-month fundraising 
campaign will operate Bentley Leisure 
Pavilion, in Bentley Road North, for 
six months initially with a view to tak¬ 
ing it on long-term. 

Renamed Darlaston Town (1874) 
FC, the club has been given a six- 
month licence by Walsall Council to 
manage and run the sports and social 
facility until June 30. 


This means that community football 
teams already using the sports pitches 
will continue for the rest of this sea¬ 
son. The football club will generate 
bookings for the function rooms at the 
premises which have been under used 
for many years. 

Impressive 

Club chairman Neil Chambers said: 
“We are delighted to have signed a 
short term licence with the council 
and are hopeful that discussions over 
the next few months will be successful 
and lead to a long-term lease, thereby 


securing our future. The pavilion is 
an impressive and significant facility 
in the area and we are keen to ensure 
that it is kept as a facility available for 
use by the local community and busi¬ 
nesses. 

“We have to show the council that 
we have the ability to make the venue 
sustainable. It has not been run as a 
full time sports and social facility for 
many years.” 

The 141-year -old club folded in 2013 
and was only reformed at the start of 
this season after fans and businesses 
came to its rescue to raise £5,000. 


Food zone 
is on way 
in market 
overhaul 

A FOOD zone is to form part 
of the £1.75 million Walsall 
Market as work on the new- 
look area is set to start in 
April, it has emerged. 

The improved 70 stall 
market is due to be finished 
in early 2016, although 
some traders will have to be 
temporarily moved during 
the major project. 

The work is due to be car¬ 
ried out in two phases. 

A food zone with a can¬ 
opied seating area will be 
created near to the existing 
Halifax bank under the lat¬ 
est proposals. 

The Sister Dora statue 
will need to be slightly 
re-positioned with the pop¬ 
ular Hippo sculpture also 
needing to be temporarily 
moved to the civic quarter. 

However, it will return 
once the project is com¬ 
pleted. Council regeneration 
chiefs have been looking to 
create a permanent pitch for 
the nearly 800-year-old mar¬ 
ket for more than five years. 

The market has been tem¬ 
porarily based around The 
Bridge and the Park Street 
area since 2009, but council 
bosses had vowed to create 
a more modern long-term 
location for the popular fa¬ 
cility. 

The permanent location 
will house about 70 stalls 
in a back-to-back layout 
so traders face pedestrian 
routes and adjacent shop 
fronts.

Teen pregnancy help 
service faces cutbacks 


FUNDING for tackling teenage pregnancies 
in Walsall will be slashed by £30,000 under 
new plans revealed this week. 

The borough has one of the highest rates of teen 
pregnancies in the country and the issue has been a 
long-running problem. But the cash-strapped coun¬ 
cil is looking to reduce the funding, prompting fears 
it could lead to even more young mums. 

The service in question - 
part of the council’s Public 
Health and Youth Support 
Department - provides 
support and training for 
young people, mainly young 
women who are at risk of 
pregnancy or already preg¬ 
nant. The council, which is 
looking to save £86m over 
the next four years, wants 
to slash £30,000 from its 
budget in 2016/17. 

But Walsall Council’s so¬ 
cial care chief Councillor 
Marco Longhi, said cutting 
the cash could increase the 
teenage pregnancy rates. He 
said: “There’s definitely a 
risk there that we may well 
see a rise in teenage preg¬ 
nancies. 

“This sort of saving could 
be very short-sighted and 
could mean a bigger cost to 
the public purse. Young par¬ 
ents, women in particular, 
may find it more difficult to 
get out there and plan a ca¬ 
reer for themselves. 

“£30,000 is a drop in the 
ocean but actually could be 
extremely significant to the 
impact on women’s lives.” 

To prevent an increase in 
teen pregnancies following 
the proposed cut, the coun¬ 
cil is looking at ‘new work¬ 
ing arrangements’. 

In terms of plans for the 
better use of technology 
to address the problem, he 
added: “We have to commu¬ 
nicate with them on their 
terms. The information has 
to be readily available.” 


Noddy set 
to be host 
for concert 

NODDY Holder is poised to 
return to his roots and host 
a concert at Walsall Town 
Hall. The former Slade 
frontman will compere the 
fundraising bash in aid of 
the Mayor of Walsall Coun¬ 
cillor Pete Smith’s charity 
appeal on March 27. 

He said four former con¬ 
testants from the BBC’s 
The Voice had expressed an 
interest in performing on 
the night. 

“We’re looking forward 
to seeing Noddy back in the 
town. It’s good of him to 
support these good causes in 
this way. The town hall has 
the capacity to hold about 
1,000 people and we’re hop¬ 
ing to fill it. We’re also in 
need of a major Midlands act 
to lend us their support for 
free, and we will announce 
names soon,” Councillor 
Smith said. 

His chosen good causes 
for the civic year are the 
Black Country branch of the 
Multiple Sclerosis Society, 
Bloxwich Community Part¬ 
nership, MacMillan Cancer 
Support and cardiac reha¬ 
bilitation centre, Heartcare 
based in Portland Street, 
Walsall.

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Attacker 
tried to 
get man’s 
mobile 

A schizophrenic attacker 
who punched and threat¬ 
ened a man for his mobile 
phone has been handed a 
community order. 

Leroy Simmonds ap¬ 
proached Jason Smith 
and his girlfriend at about 
10.30pm on May 31 in Bent¬ 
ley, Walsall, and repeatedly 
asked him for his mobile 
phone, prosecutor Mr Lee 
Marklew told Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court. 

Simmonds, aged 23, 
threatened to put something 
inside him if he did not hand 
over the phone, Mr Marklew 
said. 

When the victim said he 
did not have a mobile, Sim¬ 
monds punched him. 

The attacker then ran off 
empty-handed but was ar¬ 
rested a month later at his 
home in Star Close, Bentley. 
When interviewed by police 
he admitted punching Mr 
Smith but denied threaten¬ 
ing him, the court heard. 

The victim’s girlfriend 
has since said she is now 
scared of walking around 
the local area, Mr Marklew 
said. 

Simmonds admitted at¬ 
tempted robbery and com¬ 
mon assault, and was given 
a three-year order. 

Two psychiatric reports 
revealed he suffered from 
‘mild schizophrenia’.

Disorder by football fans on trains increases 


THE number of recorded crimes 
on West Midlands trains and rail¬ 
way stations by football fans on 
matchdays has risen in the last 
two years, new figures suggest. 

Violence, public order offences 
and drug use are among the 
crimes recorded by British Trans¬ 
port Police since 2012. 

Railway stations including Wol¬ 
verhampton, Bescot near Walsall’s 
Banks’s Stadium, and The Haw¬ 
thorns train and Midland Metro 
stations are among the areas 
where offences have occurred. 


New figures released through a 
Freedom of Information request 
show there were 65 offences 
classed as ‘football related’ in 
2012-13. 

But this figure rises to 73 of¬ 
fences between 2013-14 across the 
West Midlands. 

British Transport Police says it 
has worked with train companies 
to step up efforts to ensure fans 
and other passengers have trouble 
free journeys on matchdays this 
season. 

Assistant Chief Constable Ste¬ 


phen Thomas, who oversees the 
force’s matchday policing, says 
alcohol can play a part in disorder 
but said the majority of fans pro¬ 
vide no problems. 

Public order crimes are the 
highest number of offences re¬ 
corded by British Transport Po¬ 
lice with 104 incidents in the last 
two years. The number of violent 
crimes recorded did fall from 10 in 
2012-13 to three in 2013-14. 

Officers say they use intelligence 
to identify which clubs supporters 
follow as part of investigations. 


Wolverhampton Wanderers fans 
were recorded to have committed 
23 offences in the last two years, 
West Bromwich Albion supporters 
18 and Walsall four. 

Aston Villa fans committed 34 
offences and Birmingham City 
supporters 35 while one crime was 
recorded against a Kidderminster 
Harriers follower. 

Asst Ch Cons Thomas said: 
“The vast majority of travelling 
fans cause no problems at all. 

“Sadly, however, some support¬ 
ers do go too far, overstepping the 


mark by becoming offensive and 
even violent. 

“Thankfully, these incidents are 
relatively rare and carried out by 
a minority of travelling fans, but 
when they do happen they can be 
extremely frightening and intimi¬ 
dating for other passengers.” 

Activities to monitor distur¬ 
bances includes monitoring trains, 
officers travelling with fans to and 
from games by train, plain clothes 
work and preventing problematic 
fans travelling and taking action 
where required. 


Jail for eight cousins in 
car parts export racket

EIGHT men from the Black Coun¬ 
try are behind bars after cars 
across the Midlands were sto¬ 
len to order, dismantled and the 
parts shipped to the Middle East. 

The gang was sentenced for a con¬ 
spiracy to steal 4x4 Toyota and Vaux- 
halls, which they would scour the 
streets of the Midlands for. 

The men - from Bilston,Walsall, Brier- 
ley Hill, Dudley, and London - appeared 
at Worcester Crown Court after pleading 
guilty to conspiring to steal motor vehicles 
and were jailed for a total of 28 years and 
nine months. 

There were 81 thefts and attempted 
thefts throughout Staffordshire, West Mid¬ 
lands,Warwickshire, West Mercia, Derby¬ 
shire and Leicestershire between March 
2012 and April 2013. 

Weighed 

The makes and models of the vehicles 
stolen were predominantly Toyota Hilux, 
Toyota Hiace, Toyota Landcruiser and 
Vauxhall Brava vehicles, which were taken 
from properties across Warwickshire in 
Rugby, Tamworth, Atherstone and Kine- 
ton, as well as throughout West Mercia in 
Bromsgrove, Worcester, Kidderminster, 
Market Drayton, Bridgnorth and Telford. 

The stolen vehicles were dismantled with 
the engines and gear boxes being exported 
to the United Arab Emirates, while the 
remainder of the chassis and shells were 
weighed in at scrap yards. 

The gang had found out that the parts, 
in particular those from Toyota 2L engines, 
were in high demand in the Middle East so 
they set up a rapidly-expanding operation. 

A ninth man Yawar Jaffari, 42, from Lon¬ 
don, had links to the United Arab Emirates 
and acted as the go-between of the scam. 

He would take orders from contacts 
abroad and pass them on to his accomplices 
in the Black Country, who then stole what¬ 
ever had been requested. 

The vehicles would then be taken to the 
Cannock Wood Industrial Estate in Can¬ 
nock Wood Street, where the men worked 
from three units. 

They started out at a site in Torton 


Paddock, Kidderminster that was owned 
by Rocky Butler, of Dudley, but needed to 
move to bigger premises as demand rock¬ 
eted. 

All eight men were cousins and had 
grown up together in Blakenall, Walsall. 
Once they got involved with Jaffari, they 
began stealing the cars and within weeks 
had a regular export line running. 

The cars were stolen after dark, and the 
thieves planned ahead by scouring streets 
for the models they wanted. 

Their routes would be drawn up in ad¬ 
vance, and as they expanded they moved 
further afield to work their way across the 
Midlands. 

Police welcomed the sentences handed 
out and said many traders had been hit 
when their work vehicles were stolen. 


Chiefs said the complex investigation had 
spanned months and involved officers from 
a range of forces. 

Leslie Taylor, 33, of Rosewood Court in 
Bilston, was jailed for four years; Rocky 
Butler, 35, of Fullwood Crescent in Dud¬ 
ley, got five years and four months; James 
Bailey, 36, of Edison Road in Walsall was 
sentenced to five years and four months; 
Richard Edwards, 29, of Chapel Street in 
Brierley Hill got two years; James Taylor, 
26, of Harden Close in Walsall was jailed 
for two years and eight months; Terence 
Gould, 46, of Botany Road, Walsall got two 
years; Colin Brookes, 30, of Hunter Cres¬ 
cent in Walsall was sentenced to two years; 
and Paul Kendall, 42, of Irvine Road in Wal¬ 
sall got one year and four months. 

Bailey leased out the units in Cannock 


and, along with Butler and Leslie Taylor, 
was seen as one of the leaders of the racket. 

Police said Leslie Taylor was the main 
thief, while Butler split his time between 
stealing the cars and handling the parts 
after they had been dismantled. 

The rest were seen as footsoldiers keep¬ 
ing the operation moving, with Gould pass¬ 
ing the car shells on to scrapyards. 

Luke Moore, 26, of Leys Crescent in 
Brierley Hill and Gary Winter, 31, of Go- 
scote Place in Walsall have previously been 
convicted and sentenced for their parts. 
Moore received a suspended sentence and 
Winter was sentenced to 16 weeks in prison. 
Jaffari, 42, of Carlton Road in London, got 
three years and nine months. 

DC Karl High, of West Mercia Police, 
said: “This was a lengthy investigation.”

Car dealer will 
take on car park 

A public car park is being 
taken over by a neighbour¬ 
ing business after expan¬ 
sion plans were approved. 

Mercedes Benz was 
granted planning permis¬ 
sion to use the 56-space 
car park in Dudley Street, 
Walsall. 

The aim is to increase 
its display area and create 
more room for customers, 
with extra jobs expected 
to be created in the long¬ 
term. 

Walsall Council has been 
carrying out a parking re¬ 
view in the town and plan¬ 
ning officers said it was 
under used. 

Networking event 
for businesses 

A second event for busi¬ 
nesses to secure multi-mil¬ 
lion-pound building con¬ 
tracts on a town’s revamp 
will be held later this year 
after the success of the 
first one. 

Around 70 suppliers and 
traders attended the Meet 
the Buyer event at Walsall 
College last year. 

The event allowed them 
to meet the key developers 
and find out about work 
opportunities. 

Another event is planned 
for the spring with new 
contracts. 

Pub undergoes a 
£165,000 revamp 

A pub in Staffordshire has 
been given a £165,000 re¬ 
vamp and rebranded to fo¬ 
cus on food. 

The Wheatsheaf, Walsall 
Road, Great Wyrley, is now 
part of the Flaming Grill 
chain specialising in burg¬ 
ers and steaks.

Patient safety shows improvement 


THE number of NHS safety inci¬ 
dents where patients suffered harm 
or death at Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust fell by more than a quarter in 
a year, latest figures claim. 

There were more than 19,000 
reports referred to the National 
Reporting and Learning System by 
the Trust between April 2012 and 
March 2014. 

Saf ety incidents are classed as 


unintended or unexpected incidents 
that could have or did lead to harm 
for patients receiving NHS care, 
with the scale ranging from ‘none’ 
to ‘death’. 

Those that caused some degree of 
harm or death dropped from 4,816 
between April 2012 and March 2013 
to 3,426 from April 2013 to March 
this year. 

Incidents classed as causing ‘se- 


vere’ harm fell by more than half 
from 111 between April 2012 and 
March 2013 to 45 the year after. 

The number of deaths reported 
fell from 22 in 2012/13 to two in 
2013/14. 

Bosses at Walsall Manor Hospital 
said the trust has invested in im¬ 
proving safety measures and extra 
nurses among others. 

Trusts must report all patient 


safety incidents to the NRLS, re¬ 
gardless of cause or fault. 

The figures help clinicians to 
identify where and how incidents 
occur to prevent them recurring. 

Amir Khan, medical director at 
Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust, 
said: “We are pleased that the two 
identified periods show there has 
been a decrease in the number of 
deaths and incidents .” 


Firm may be forced to 
fill in limestone shafts 


A BLACK Country firm that is filling in lime¬ 
stone mineshafts could have its work stopped 
by the council due to concerns about safety. 

Planning conditions have not been met by Tip- 
ton-based M&A Doocey to carry out the work in 
Winterley Lane, Walsall, it is claimed. Traffic safety 
issues, mud on the highway and a lack of informa¬ 
tion about the materials being brought to the site 
We all caused concern. by Lj$a 


An enforcement notice is 
being sought to force work 
to stop within a month. 

The controversial plans 
were passed last year after 
a protest petition and letter 
opposing the proposal for 
the land arrived too late to 
be considered by Walsall 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee. 

Sixteen shafts each up to 
12ft wide and 65ft deep had 
been discovered on the site, 
councillors were told during 
the meeting. 

Phases 

The plan was for non-or- 
ganic material to be crushed 
and used to fill the holes 
that would be capped off by 
concrete with restoration 
material on top. 

The works were intended 
to take 12 months and be 
carried out in 10 phases 
moving south across the site 
from the canal. 

The issue was on the 
agenda for today’s planning 
committee at the council. 

If councillors choose to 
push ahead with enforce¬ 
ment action, all operations 


must stop including the 
importation and extraction 
of materials, the secure 
fencing off of exposed mine- 
shafts and the subsequent 
restoration of the site to a 
green field condition suit¬ 
able for the safe grazing of 
horses. 

In a report to the com¬ 
mittee, head of planning 
and building control David 
Elsworthy said: “Officers 
have visited the site and can 
confirm that the site is not 
being operated in accord¬ 
ance with the agreed condi¬ 
tions. Accordingly, harm to 
the environment is arising 
through a number of ways. 

He said the lack of passing 
places placed a risk to other 
road users including pedes¬ 
trians. 

“It is acknowledged that 
the site has a series of mine 
shafts and the enforcement 
notice is seeking the secure 
fencing off of these shafts to 
prevent accidental falls or 
further collapse.” 

M&A Doocey was unavail¬ 
able for comment. 


Concerns over alleyway 

COMPLAINTS have been made about the state of an alley- 
way in the Black Country. 

Residents have raised the issue about the pathway be¬ 
tween Broadmeadows Road and Lichfield Road, Willenhall. 

The Lib Dem Focus Team is now contacting Walsall 
Council to demand action is taken. 

It also comes as concerns have been raised over bushes 
growing over the footpath between Milestone Way and 
Coppice Farm Way. 

Councillor Ian Shires said: “A resident from the Wood 
Lane Estate also asked if anything could be done.” 


Firm to favour more curry

new investment. 

Hares’ Moor Limited was set up five 
years ago by Sally Hares, who started 
selling bags of fresh ingredients to create 
homemade curries in a butcher’s shop. 

Since then the firm has grown and plans 
to use the new cash investment to extend 
its product range and move to a bigger HQ. 

The company, in John Street, has secured 


a loan and equity investment for an undis¬ 
closed sum from Coleshill IM Group Lim¬ 
ited. It is also hoped that the cash will help 
the firm build relationships with major UK 
supermarkets. 

Bosses said they expected to be able to 
take on another two or three staff next year 
to boost their four-strong workforce. 

Managing director Mrs Hares, of The 
Butts, Walsall, said: “We now sell to Ocado 
but I’m hoping to take it to other supermar¬ 
kets.” 


Vigil for 
victims of 
attack by 
Taliban 

AROUND 150 people at¬ 
tended a candle lit vigil in 
Walsall to remember the 
children and staff who were 
shot dead by Taliban gun¬ 
men at a military public 
school in Pakistan. 

At the sombre event out¬ 
side St Paul’s at the Cross¬ 
ing in the town centre, 
residents held banners and 
posters. There were prayers, 
poems, speeches and a min¬ 
ute’s silence. 

The gathering was organ¬ 
ised to mark the attack in 
Peshawar on December 16 
when extremists opened fire 
killing 132 schoolchildren 
aged between eight and 
18-years-old, teachers and 
other workers at the site. 

According to reports, 
around 148 people died. 

Among the speakers 
to address the crowd was 
Councillor Aftab Nawaz, of 
St Matthew’s ward. He said 
the Pakistani community 
had been left stunned by the 
atrocity. 

“The attack on the chil¬ 
dren in Peshawar was not 
only an attack on a school 
or on a nation, or even a 
faith - it was an attack on 
humanity by people without 
humanity, without religion 
and without a conscience. 
Those that committed this 
act do not belong to or are 
in any way connected to any 
faith,” he said.

Refunds 
over tax 
total tops 
a million 

WALSALL Council has yet 
to refund more than £1 mil¬ 
lion in overpaid council tax, 
it has been revealed. 

Walsall Council was 
£1,422,210.73 in credit for 
council tax accounts up 
until October this year, a 
Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest has revealed. 

The council said the ac¬ 
counts went back a ‘number 
of years’ but the majority of 
credits that have arisen this 
financial year are in the pro¬ 
cess of being refunded. 

Residents leaving their 
properties with no forward¬ 
ing addresses and people 
dying have been blamed for 
delays in issuing refunds. 

Ruth Allen, information 
rights officer at the author¬ 
ity, said: “The vast majority 
of older credits relate to 
closed accounts where the 
council tax payer has left 
and authority does not have 
a current forwarding ad¬ 
dress. A significant number 
of these are less than £5. 

“A number of the credits 
relate to deceased estates 
where the council are await¬ 
ing the outcome of probate 
to determine who the refund 
should be issued to.” 

She said that when res¬ 
idents’ accounts were in 
credit all effort is made to 
refund the person, usually 
by Bacs transfer direct into 
their bank account. 

Hundreds of 
apprentices 

UP to 800 apprentices will 
have been taken on in Wal¬ 
sall within three years as 
part of a council-led scheme, 
according to latest figures. 

Walsall Council say it is 
anticipated the hundreds 
of pre-apprenticeships or 
full apprentice posts will 
have been secured by March 
2015. 

The £2 million Walsall 
Works project aims to help 
16 to 24 year-olds get into 
work in a bid to drive down 
unemployment. 

There are incentive pay¬ 
ments of up to £6,000 for 
businesses to train each 
young person. 


Closure on inray 

A TWO-WEEK road closure 
will be in place for carriage¬ 
way resurfacing works along 
Harden Road, between the 
junctions of Chestnut Road 
and Coalpool Lane, Walsall. 
It will be done overnight 
from 7pm until 6am from 
January 15-28 in an attempt 
to minimise disruption.

ready to communicate after boost 


SHE’S the little girl who desperately needed a 
special machine to help her communicate with 
her eyes. And now Lillie-Grace Scott’s dream has 
come true after an anonymous donor stumped 
up the final amount cash to buy it. 

The three-year-old, of Willenhall, has just 
started to use the pioneering Eye Gaze machine 
thanks to an amazing response from readers 
after an appeal in the Express & Star. 

Her parents Kim Windsor, 30, and Ben Scott, 
33, of Barmouth Close, Short Heath, said the 
£7,000 equipment arrived shortly before Christ¬ 
mas and that the family and her speech and lan¬ 
guage therapist underwent training in how to 
use it. Miss Windsor said: “We had got just under 


half the money we needed with people giving us 
donations after seeing Lillie’s story in the paper. 
The online fundraising website had £900 in it 
one day from someone from America, then when 
we checked it again someone else had put £3,800 
in it and that was enough. We couldn’t believe it. 

“It was just amazing and we’re so grateful to 
everyone for what they gave us. She has been 
using the Eye Gaze now for two weeks and is just 
getting used to it. It really made Christmas for us 
and we can see the difference in her reactions. 
She is usually uncomfortable around new people, 
but already we’ve noticed she is calmer now.” 

Powered completely by her eyes, the computer 
will act as a communication device to allow her to 


talk, learn and play in much the same way as sci¬ 
entist Stephen Hawking has. And in the future 
the New Invention Nursery School pupil will be 
able to use it to do her school work and even use 
the internet. 

The technology, made by Tobii, connects the 
user with a light that is shone from the screen 
into the user’s eye. When that light bounces back 
from the user’s eye it hits the screen directly 
where the user is looking. The family is contin¬ 
uing to fundraise for an ‘Innowalk’ machine, 
which will cost £11,000. So far the fund has 
reached £5,200 after an anonymous donation of

lover locked up for 
to burn down house 
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The scorched front door at the scene of the ‘chilling’ arson Gary Griffiths, who has started a jail term for attempted murder

A SPURNED lover who tried to 
murder the teacher who jilted 
him by burning down her home 
as she slept started a 16-year jail 
sentence this week. 

Gary Griffiths poured almost six li¬ 
tres of fuel through the letter box and 
pushed a cigarette and lit paper in to 
the house, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

When that failed to spark a blaze, the 
drunk 44-year-old used a lighter to ignite 
more petrol splashed on the front door step 
of the terraced property in Bloxwich Road, 
Walsall. 

Former girlfriend Tracey Powell, who 
works with Prince’s Trust students at City 
Wolverhampton College, shouted for help 
from her first floor bedroom after being 
woken by a missed call from him. 

She recalled: “I asked him, ‘what are you 
doing? He said, ‘I told you not to upset me.’” 

He then drove away, leaving her to her 
fate. 

Texts 

Griffiths had earlier warned in text mes¬ 
sages he would burn down the house before 
launching the arson attack around 3am 
on March 4 - one declared: ‘S**t happens 
when you upset me, ha ha.’ 

Luckily the uPVC front door was badly 
scorched but did not catch light. 

Fire crews who rescued Miss Powell 
warned there could have been a ‘confla¬ 
gration’ if fuel fumes had exploded into a 
fireball in the hall which was packed with 
boxes of possessions after she moved in just 
three days earlier. 

A CCTV camera at a nearby shop showed 
Griffiths - who had a previous conviction 
for threatening to kill social workers - 
spending one minute 42 seconds painstak¬ 
ingly pouring petrol through the letter box. 

He bought a can full of 5.86 litres of fuel 
from the Jet Service Station on Lichfield 
Road, Shelfield, half an hour before launch¬ 
ing the potentially deadly attack and Judge 
Robin Onions observed yesterday: “This 
was a chillingly determined attempt to burn 
the woman’s house down.” 

Miss Powell, who left the address after 


her brush with death, revealed in a vic¬ 
tim impact statement: “I have been over¬ 
whelmed with anxiety and nerves since this 
happened. 

“I am struggling to sleep and have dreams 
about him. I am very frightened of Gary and 
am concerned he won’t stop this pursuit of 
me. I don’t know his limits. If he can’t get 
to me he might hurt my mum.” 

Griffiths, of Proffitt Close, Brownhills, 
who struck after an attempt to win back 
Miss Powell with a bunch of flowers he de¬ 
livered to her at work, had been convicted 
of attempted murder by a jury after an ear¬ 
lier trial. 

He had denied the offence but admitted 
arson. He was jailed by Judge Onions who 
told him: “If there had been an explosion of 
petrol vapour and fumes and the house had 


gone up, the means of escape of Miss Powell 
would have been cut off because the stairs 
were very close to the front door. She would 
not have got out.” 

Griffiths had been jilted in February 
following a two-month romance with Miss 
Powell and the judge continued: “You spent 
a considerable amount of time after she 
ended the relationship brooding over what 
had happened. This was a planned attempt 
to kill. 

“You had no regard for the safety of those 
who could have been affected. Having set 
the fire you left Miss Powell to her fate.” 

Det Con Dave Franks, who investigated 
the case, said: “It was an abhorrent crime, 
aspects of which were certainly chilling. 
It is difficult to comprehend what goes 
through the mind of somebody who can 


do something like this.” Stephen Davies, 
Acting Sector Crown Prosecutor from West 
Midlands Crown Prosecution Service, said: 
“Unable to accept the fact that the victim 
did not wish to rekindle their relation¬ 
ship, Gary Griffiths sought revenge on his 
ex-partner and planned to burn down her 
house while she was asleep in it. 

“Once he had set fire to the house, rather 
than call for help, Griffiths watched from 
across the road as the flames took hold of 
the downstairs of the house and then left 
the scene of his crime knowing that the vic¬ 
tim was trapped upstairs. 

“Through his reckless actions, he not 
only put the victim’s life in danger, but 
that of the neighbours and the emergency 
services who were called out to tackle the 
blaze.”

A judge has granted an injunc¬ 
tion to stop boy racers wreaking 
mayhem on the streets of the 
Black Country and surrounding 
areas, saying there appeared 
to be ‘complete lawlessness’ 
around the problem.

I sat 
for around five minutes outside 
the newsagents in my totally 
conventional and unmodified 
car, trying to work out a strategy 
for buying this dubious publica¬ 
tion without feeling too embar¬ 
rassed. I dunno, maybe buying a 
few ‘adult’ magazines to hide it 
in or something. 

Anyway, the magazine did 
cast a rather fascinating light 
into this bizarre sub-culture. For 
example, it came with a free CD 
featuring timeless tracks such 
as ‘Big Up Your Spliff’ or ‘Time 
To Get III’. Like you hear in the 
background at all the best dinner 
parties. 

Strangest of all was the fact 
that many of the people who at¬ 
tended these meetings were not 
from the vicinity at all. Some of 
them would diligently drive their 
garish-looking vehicles all the 
way from places like Brighton 
or Leeds just to experience the 
delights of a Thursday night KFC 
car park in Brierley Hill. 

I’ve often wondered what hap¬ 
pened to these people.

Artist is on a roll 
with book of town 


One amateur artist has 
made sure his beloved 
Aldridge is never forgotten, 
reports LISA O’BRIEN 

IT all started when artistic 
great-grandfather Maurice 
Ivor-Birch bought a huge roll of 
paper at a car boot sale in Can¬ 
nock in 1969. 

The retired quality control engi¬ 
neer set to work, drawing wildlife 
images, such as bees, worms and 
mushrooms for children but ran out 
of ideas when he had covered 18ft of 
paper. 

Looking for new inspiration he then 
turned his attention to his home town 
of Aldridge - and found he couldn’t stop. 

The 73-year-old self-taught artist has 
sketched nearly every building in the 
town and has now had his illustrations 
published in a book. 

The railway station, the old Avion cin¬ 
ema, feature cottages, churches and pubs 
are among the buildings he has lovingly 
penned. The roll of illustrated paper now 
reaches 116ft and continues to grow. 

The talented artist, who lives in 
Mountford Crescent, has drawn a lot of 
the buildings from memory as they have 
long since been demolished. 

Some were replicated from photo¬ 
graphs and he has now resorted to 
Google Earth to look for more subjects. 

Mr Ivor-Birch said he was delighted by 
the publication of his first book, which 
is called Aldridge on a Roll and also fea¬ 
tures stories about him growing up in 
the town. 

The book has been published by Map- 
seeker Archive Publishing in Aldridge 
and around 500 copies have been printed. 
He has drawn more than 100 buildings 
on the roll of paper and around 75 of 
them have been used in the book. 

Mr Ivor-Birch, who first draws the im-

ages with pencil followed by ink, said: 
“Hopefully it will be a legacy, showing 
the way Aldridge used to be. It was the 
most beautiful village when I was a boy. 
It’s still a lovely place to live but many 
of the buildings have gone. 

“I just wished my children could see 
Aldridge as it was, and hopefully, this 
way, they will. I’ve added to it all the 
while, not every day but when the mood 
takes me but I’ve done more this year 
than any year. And I’m still adding to it. 
It’s just a hobby. I wish I could get the 
scroll displayed somewhere.” 


He spent several years compiling his 
illustrated history until in 2013 the roll 
measured 55ft. He unveiled his scroll of 
drawings at a charity event in aid of the 
Mayor of Walsall’s Appeal at Mapseeker 
Studio and at Aldridge Social Club. 

Then in a burst of creativity he dou¬ 
bled the number of drawings over the 
last 12 months. 

The great-grandfather-of-two first 
sketches his artwork on normal draw¬ 
ing paper before tracing it onto the 
scroll and going over it in pen. He 
works from his conservatory at home. 


Although the sketches are black and 
white on the scroll, colour has been 
added to the ones printed in the book. 

Mr Ivor-Birch was born in Blox- 
wich and grew up in Grange Avenue, 
Aldridge. He also lived at Kent Close 
and Herbert Road in the town before 
settling at Mountford Crescent five 
years ago. He said: “I wouldn’t want to 
live anywhere else. Nobody can replace 
it. It’s like heaven to me. 

“There are stories in the book about 
me growing up in the area. It’s from 
when I was a boy until I got married at 
Aldridge Parish Church in 1965. 

“I began drawing the old almshouses 
which have been knocked down now. I 
moved on to the Moot House near the 
church. It’s a superb big building. 

“I put Aldridge Parish Church on and 
the old Cooper and Jordan Boys School 
next door which I had attended.” 

He said he had also drawn the build¬ 
ings that sat along Aldridge High Street 
but were demolished in the mid 1950s 
to early 1960s. Mr Ivor-Birch, who also 
has two children and six grandchildren, 
said: “I remember them as a boy. There 
was a mixture of pubs and shops. It was 
a busy high street.” He said the book, 
which costs £14.99, came about after 
he met bosses at Mapseeker Studio and 
showed them the scroll. 

Mr Ivor-Birch signed copies of his 
book in Morrisons, Aldridge, over three 
days before Christmas, and more than 
100 were snapped up as Christmas pre¬ 
sents. He said: “The feedback I have had 
so far has been good.” 

Paul Leslie Line, from Mapseeker Ar¬ 
chive Publishing, said Mr Ivor-Birch had 
achieved what Shakespearean scholar 
Samuel Timmins did, when he captured 
in sketch form the many Georgian and 
early Victorian buildings of Birming¬ 
ham in The Buildings of Birmingham 
Past and Present. He said: “Maurice 
Ivor-Birch has achieved what Samuel 
Timmins did for Birmingham, but for 
his beloved Aldridge.” For information 
on how to get a copy, call 01922 458288.

POLITICS 


THEY’RE coming to a street near 
you. It’s election year and pretty 
soon MPs, candidates, activists 
and hangers-on are going to 
canvas you. 

It sounds a bit sinister, like 
some form of guerilla art. But for 
some reason it just seems like 
the right thing for any aspiring 
politician to do - to connect with 
the electorate. 

It all seems a bit unfair to me 
because they’ll descend with no 
prior notice or appointment and 
might well interrupt dinner or at 
a crucial moment in the Breaking 
Bad box set. 

Even so, if they do come 
along, use this chance to grill 
them because it’s been half a 
decade since we had a General 
Election and it’s about time they 
were properly put on the spot by 
the people they serve. 

I’m looking forward to May 
because after that we’ll hope¬ 
fully have a government that’s 
actually getting on with the busi¬ 
ness of governing, rather than 
just going through the motions 
for the next few months while 
parties try to curry favour with 
an ever-more-weary electorate. 

Parliament has run out of 
things to do. This is because of 
a little thing known as the Fixed 
Term Parliament Act which ef¬ 
fectively sets the date for a Gen¬ 
eral Election at exactly five years 
since the last one. 

Distance 

In order to create a ‘strong 
and stable’ coalition with the 
Liberal Democrats, David Cam¬ 
eron dispensed with the Prime 
Minister’s right to decide when 
the time was right to go to the 
country. 

But the Tories and Lib Dems 
have exhausted the things they 
can agree on and are now try¬ 
ing to distance themselves from 
each other. 

The Lib Dems are effectively 
finished around these parts. In 
the May 2014 council elections 
the party found candidates to 
stand in a mere 27 per cent of 
wards. 

David Cameron likes to refer 
to this as the most important 
election in a generation. He may 
have a point, beyond his own 
survival. Although I’d suggest it 
goes further than that. 

This is not the sweeping 
change from one party to the 
other that we saw in 1997 when 
Tony Blair took charge. Rather, 
what we’re dealing with here is a 
re-hash of 2010 when the coun¬ 
try delivered a hung Parliament. 
Back then it was compared with 
the election of 1974. 

But with the uncertainty that 
created, Harold Wilson went 
back to the country again before 
the year was out and was re¬ 
warded with a majority of three. 
The Fixed Term Parliament Act 
stops that. 

We get one shot at saying who 
we want as our MP for the next 
half a decade. Before that, it’s 
up to them to bombard us again 
and again with leaflets, promises 
and scare tactics.

Mystery of 
teen found 
hanged in 
his room 


THE tragic death of a 15-year-old schoolboy 
who was found hanged amid allegations of 
bullying by other pupils remains a mystery, 
an inquest heard. 

Joshua-James Maddox was discovered at his home 
in Persehouse Street, Walsall, last year. He attended 
St Thomas More Catholic School in Willenhall. 


His family claimed he was 
the victim of bullying which 
included verbal abuse, being 
punched in the chest and 
threatened with a knuck¬ 
leduster which had been 
reported. They were also 
concerned about the educa¬ 
tion support being provided. 

But at an inquest at 
Smethwick Coroner’s Court 
the school said they were 
unaware of the teenager - 
who suffered from learning 
difficulties and attention 
deficit hyperactivity disor¬ 
der (ADHD) - being a target 
and had no record on their 
logs. 

The only real incident 
of note had been when he 
stole erasers and had been 
grabbed by another student 
round the neck in the after- 
math, leading to necessary 
punishment being carried 
out. They added education 
support was being provided. 

The teenager, who was 
taking medication for 
ADHD and also suffered 
from autism was previously 
a pupil at Deansfield School

in Wolverhampton, and had 
to move down a year when 
he joined St Thomas More 
to complete his GCSEs. 

On the night before he 
was found in dead in the 
bedroom in January last 
year he had been sent to bed 
early for taking food that 
was meant for the family 
meal. Black Country cor¬ 
oner Zafar Siddique said 
claims of bullying remain 
in dispute. He recorded an 
open conclusion. 

His mother Michelle, aged 
36, said: “Josh was a charac¬ 
ter, he really, really was. He 
was like the class clown he 
always used to like to make 
people happy.” St Thomas 
More headteacher Peter 
Mayland said: “St Thomas 
is a school where every child 
is known and loved, We take 
bullying very seriously and 
deal with it effectively when 
it is reported. Our thoughts 
and prayers are with the 
family of Josh.”

FOCUS ON ALDRIDGE 


locking on for new life at 
town's transport 


IT STOOD at the heart of a busy transport interchange 
for decades and was seen by hundreds upon hundreds 
of commuters each day, but now, a Cradley Heath clock 
will be ticking away on display in Aldridge. 

The long-standing clock is to be restored and preserved by vol¬ 
unteers at a museum in the Black Country. The four-sided time¬ 
piece is more than 16 ft tall but has had to move to make way for 
the £1.9 million overhaul of the bus station. 

Aston Manor Road Transport 
Museum in Aldridge was ap¬ 
proached by Centro whether they 
would like to take the landmark 
which is believed to date back to 
1983. Keen volunteers will now set 
about repairing one of the dam¬ 
aged clock faces and look to put it 
up outside their base in Shenstone 
Drive or modify it to be based in¬ 
side. 

Chairman Martin Fisher said: 

“They didn’t want it to be just 
chucked away and so it was offered 
to us and we accepted. There are 
lots of people that have seen that, 
in the context of going catching the 
bus and seeing that clock. 

“It is the whole essence of the 
transport museum, it is not just 
the vehicles. It is all the things as¬ 
sociated with these vehicles.” 

Walsall councillor Richard 
Worrall, a member of Centro, 
approached the museum if they 
wanted to take the clock. He said: 

“I was asked if I knew anyone, and 
I thought that is a great place to 
relocate it. Today’s equipment is 
tomorrow’s history.” 

New passenger information and

improved waiting areas are being 
created at the Cradley Heath inter¬ 
change. The work is being paid for 
through the Better Bus Area Fund, 
a £10 million pot to improve public 
transport in Brierley Hill, around 
Merry Hill shopping centre and 
Cradley Heath. 

The museum, originally based 
in Birmingham, moved to Wal¬ 
sall after a wrangle with the city 
council. It then had to move from 
its new base in Northgate before 
finding a permanent home in Shen¬ 
stone Drive two years ago. .

Repairs on way for 
crumbling pavement

REPAIRS will be carried out to crumbling paving in Wil- 
lenhall Market after years of wear and tear. Councillors 
for the town are holding talks with highways officers over 
a project to replace the brick surface, which has become 
loose over the years. 

Willenhall South councillor Diane Coughlan said there 
were safety issues with many paved areas in the town cen¬ 
tre, but Market Place was particularly affected. 

“I have been speaking with officers for months now to 
come up with options to try and repair the pavements. My 
concern is that with the tough financial situation facing 
the borough if action isn’t taken now, then in four years 
time the pavements will be even worse and there may be no 
money at all to fix them. We need to act now to preserve the 
infrastructure that we have for the future because of the 
deep Central Government cuts. It is a pedestrianised zone 
except for the businesses and traders who load and unload 
goods, and disabled motorists.” 

The red bricks currently form part of the market area’s 
drains. Last June, a new surface installed in Park Street in 
Walsall town centre as part of £40,000 improvements was 
ripped up weeks after it was laid after a water leak. 

Park hope 
on parking 
as funding 
announced 


IMPROVED car parking is among the ideas 
on the cards for a Walsall park that has at¬ 
tracted £160,000 in funding. 

The Friends of Reedswood Park are considering 
how best to spend the cash, which has come from 
developers that are building new homes in the area. 
Known as Section 106, the funds go towards the cost 
of leisure and environmental amenities. 


The £160,000 has come 
from developer Taylor 
Wimpey, which is building 
properties on land formerly 
occupied by the Walsall 
Council depot, in Norfolk 
Place off Bloxwich Road. 

Birchills-Leamore ward 
representative Chris Jones 
is also chairman of the 
park’s Friends group. Coun¬ 
cillor Jones said: “We are 
looking at a number of op¬ 
tions for the park. There is 
the lodge that is currently 
vacant and in need of reno¬ 
vation, but it would need a 
project or enterprise moving 
in that is going to sustain it¬ 
self long term. 

“Another idea is the pos¬ 
sibility of creating some car 
park spaces at the top end 
near the Reedswood Lane 
entrance. We had to stop

using the park some years 
ago because it created road 
safety issues on Bentley 
Lane, and complaints from 
residents because the par¬ 
ents left their cars on grass 
verges and were blocking 
people in.”

Couple in 
heroics to 
save house 
fire victims 

NEIGHBOURS helped to rescue two elderly 
brothers from a fire which badly damaged 
their home in Bloxwich. 

The couple managed to force their way into the 
house in Hawbush Road after a blaze was sparked 
in the ground floor lounge. Graham and Margaret 
Allen sprang into action after discovering the fire in 
the next door property at just before 7am on the Sat¬ 
urday after Christmas. 

They helped to get Roy 
and Nigel Cattell from the 
heavily smoke-logged ad¬ 
dress as fire and ambulance 
crews were also called. 

The occupants, who 
are believed to be in their 
early 80s and late 70s, were 
checked over for smoke 
inhalation ahead of being 
taken to alternative ac¬ 
commodation. Mrs Allen, 
a carer, first noticed black 
smoke coming from the 
Walsall Housing Group 
property when she prepared 
to go work on the morning. 

Shouting 

She then called her hus¬ 
band Graham, aged 63, who 
managed to force the front 
door. One of the men was 
on the ground floor and he 
slumped onto Mrs Allen’s 
shoulders. The 60-year-old 
helped to take him round 
to her house and away from 
the smoke as paramedics 
were on their way. 

Mr Allen, a yard operative 
at a car auction site, man¬ 
aged to get upstairs through 
the thick black smoke using 
a torch. He was able to wake 
up the other occupant and 
help lead him to safety. 

He said: “I couldn’t see, 
all I had was a little torch. 

I had my hand over my 
mouth. I just kept shouting, 
and shouting and shouting

him to get out of bed. The 
fire brigade said if I hadn’t 
gone in and got him up he 
would have been dead. You 
just go and do what you 
have got to do.” 

He added they felt sorry 
for the two brothers as a lot 
of belongings will have been 
destroyed. Great-grand- 
mother-of-nine Mrs Allen 
said: “I noticed smoke com¬ 
ing out of the window. It 
was a complete shock, I am 
just grateful they are alive. 
We are going to help them 
the best way we can.” 

The cause of the blaze is 
believed it could have been 
an electrical fault. 

Workers from the housing 
association were later at the 
address securing the prem¬ 
ises. Firefighters are also 
warning people not to leave 
naked flames unattended 
after a flat fire.

Looking to make their 
dreams come true 


G eorge Clarke likes to keep 
himself busy - so much so 
that he’s often juggling various 
TV projects as well as running his 
own architectural firm. 

Last March, he told us he was 
“making series three of Amazing 
Spaces. I’m making series four of 
Amazing Spaces at the same time. 

I’m making series five of Restoration 
Man, alongside series six of 
Restoration Man.” 

Blimey! 

Well, at least his fans know that if 
they miss one instalment, they won’t 
have long to wait until the next. 

Amazing Spaces ended its run just 
before Christmas, and now it’s the 
turn of the aforementioned series five 
of Restoration Man to take centre 
stage. And, despite the nation’s 
continuing economic issues, it seems 
that people are still more than willing 
to invest their hard-earned savings in 
bricks and mortar - even if 
sometimes there isn’t much of either 
when they take on a building. 

“I think they’re amazing,” says 
George of those who take part in the

programme. ‘These are people who 
are generally jumping into the 
unknown, taking on grade one or 
grade two listed buildings, many that 
have been abandoned for years. 

They do use a phrase sometimes 
that does make me laugh but is true, 
and they say, ‘If I wasn’t so naive, I 
wouldn’t have taken on the project in 
the first place’. But the upside is that 
they’re not paying a king’s ransom for 
these buildings.” 

He has a sound piece of advice for 
all involved, although some don’t give 
it much heed: “Get the professionals 
around you that can really help you 
and advise you in the areas you’re 
lacking. As you know from watching 
the programmes, people do make 
some really major mistakes where 
they think they can design it 
themselves, but they can’t and they 
get it wrong. 

“Get a project manager involved if 
you’ve never done it before. A project 
manager is somebody who’s seen as 
an investment, not a cost. They will 
save you money over the course of 
the build.” 

The second episode of the current 


run sees George travel to Great 
Braxted in Essex, where Jim and Bee 
Goody want to turn a derelict 
Victorian school into their dream 
home in the country. 

Sadly, they haven’t been able to sell 
their existing house to help them fund 
the project, so have taken on a 
bridging loan, but on the upside, 
George is thrilled to hear that some of 
the original features they initially felt 
would hamper their creation of the 
perfect abode have now become 
some of their favourite aspects. 

“I’m passionate about architecture 
and all over the country there are 
beautiful buildings with real soul that 
need to be saved,” explains George. 
“I’m not interested in creating living 
museums. The challenge is to give 
these historic buildings a modern 
twist and drag them into the 21st 
century. 

“What I loved about this was that 
these people have such a passion for 
Britain’s architectural history. They just 
wanted to save the buildings for future 
generations. 

“I love that, I find it really quite 
humbling.”

THE statistic will not have made very en¬ 
couraging reading for Dean Smith’s men 
as they braced themselves for both the cold 
weather and a potential onslaught from the 
league’s most prolific scorers. 

Dons boss Karl Robinson was having his 
250th game in charge at the club amid great 
expectation from the home support. 

The Dons, fresh from recording their 
highest ever home league win in a 7-0 drub¬ 
bing of Oldham Athletic last time out, have 
found the net no fewer than 33 times at 
home in the league this season. 

In comparison, Smith’s side have had 
a disappointing campaign away from the 
Banks’s Stadium.
